Great popular interest attaches to 
the imtuigiatien and naturalization of 
aliens, and much of the secretary a re 
port is devoted to that subject. 
One of the* hardships of the present 
immigration laws, Secretary Nagel be­ 
lieves, is the separation of families. 
In many instances a father is admitted 
aud his wife and children are barred 
out after th** pioneer has made a 
home. The secretary believes that a 
more equitable system could be found, 
and says he assum es it is the purpose 
of the law to keep families together 
aud not to separate them. The score 
tary suggests that some system by 
which inquiry should be made about 
the families of im m igrants before the 
fathers and sons are admitted, should 
be put into practice. 
Unless immigration can be diverted 
from Kills Island or reduced, there Is 
need for additions to the facllitieea 
there. At uo port Is there any adequate 
provision lor handling immigrants, de. 
clares the secretary, although in most 
places sites have already be**n bought 
by t Ii** government for buildings lo be 
used for tie se purposes.
